EE ben uſed for taking away His Majz $T1z5 Lite, for change of the Fundamentall Ga ___ _ | 
ez vernment of this Kingdome ; and introducing a finfull and ungodly Toleration, in-mattersof "© 
al Religion. And therein we did expreſſe our ſad thoughts and great fears,of the dangerous:Con- Eo, - 
Sis ſequences that might follow thereupon. And further , we did earneſtly preſſe, that there £5 
might be no proceeding againſt His Majz$Sr 1 xs Perſon, which would certainly conti- 
nue thegreat DiſtraQions of theſe Kingdomes , and involve us in many Evils , Troubles, and" 
Contuſtons. Bur that, by the free Counſels of both Houſes of the Parliament of England, and 
with the advice and conſent of the Parliament of Scoz{and; ſuch courſe might be taken in relation 
ro him , as may be for the good and happineſle of theſe Kingdomes : both having an unque» 
ſtionable and undeniable Intereſt in His Perſon as King of both. Which duely conſidered , we 
had reaſon to hope, ſhould have given a ſtop toall proceedings againſt His Majzsries 
Perſon. But weunderſtand , that after many Members of the Houſe of Commags have been 
impriſoned and ſecluded , and alſo withour, and againſt the conſent of the Houſe of Peers, by 
aſingle A& of yours alone; Power is given to certain perſons of your own number of the Army, and ſome others, to proceed a- 
exinſt His MajeSTIES Perſon. In Order whereunto , He was brought upon Saturday laſt in the afternoon , before this new 
extraordinary Court. Wherefore wedoe in name of the Parliament of Scorland, for their Vindication from falſe aſperfions and 
calumnies; Declare, That chough they are not ſatisfied with His M a j = $ r x = $ Concethons in the late Treaty :t Newport, inthe 
Ile of Wight , eſpecially in the matters of Religion : and are reſolved not to crave his reſticurion to his Government, before ſati(- 
faction be given by him to his Kingdomes , yer they doe all unanimouſly with one voyce (not one Member excepted) difclaim the 
leaſt knowledge of, or acceſſion tothe late proceedings of the Army here againſt His Majzsr rv; And fincerely profeſſe , thar 
it will be a great gricfe unto their hearts , and ly heavy upon their ſpirits, if they ſhall ſee their truſting of His MajzSrT1 zs Per- 
ſon, to the Honourable Houles of the Parliament of Z»gland, to be made uſe of to his ruine ; ſo farre contrary to the declared In- 
rentions of the Kingdome of Scotland, and ſolemn Proteſfionsof the Kingdome of England, and to the end it may be manifeſt 
to the world , how much they gbominate and deteſt ſo horrid a deſigne againſt His Majzsr 1 =s Perſon; Weedoe in the name 
ofthe Parliament and Kingdome of Scotland; Hereby declare their diflent from the ſaid proceedings, and the taking away His 
MajzsrT1z5 Life: Andproteſt, that as they are altogether free fromthe ſame,ſo they may be free from all the Evils, Miſeries, 
Confuſions, and Calamities that may follow thereupon to theſe diſtracted Kingdomes.
